weth and\ rs Lady, with divers others raken Priſoners, 

the Scots, had lomany_ foot in Ribchefter, that our For- 
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lorne hope thought it nor fit to engage, til! the Artny came 
up. Thurſday 17. we raarched direatly towards Pre. 
ftoy, our Forlorne hope commanded by Major Smithfoy, 
who engaged part of the enemies reare, about Eavgrige 
Chappel, rook divers pritoners, aud kiiled ſore(amongtt 
whom was .a Scots Quarterwalter: ſhot un the Face, «nd 
23 he was dying, fpoke the:e bis laft words, Oh how car 
Wwe proſper that have broken er Covenant wth Goa and 
the pov Engliſh) M 1jor Smithſon cook Priſone: s all the 
way from the engagement, till he came necr a Bridoe that 
is within a mile of Preſton, and there was forced to fray 
till more ayd came to him ; our Army marched with all 
poſſible ſpeed (our Regiments place of matthing that day, 
was inthe reare of 'the fobr, in the Van of thelett wing 
of horſe) an hor diſpute was at the Bridge, where the 
S7ors joyned Lienrenant: Generall Buyer Brigade to ad 
E4ngdale, whole whole Force 'was: mg2ged, The Sco:s 
Body was drawne away over: K4bble Bridgs abonur Noon. 
By Gods bleſſing our party prevailed, won the Paſſe, bear 
- the Scots and Engliſh horie and foot from: hedgs rb hedge: 
Lavgdale had fix thouſand toort there, they were al} rou- 
red, and the Seo'y Br:gade Major Smitkfor had irwo. 
' horſes ſhog.under him. - Collonell Brights Regiment of 
foor did very gallant ſervice thar day. -Eu:gdale left the 
Field fo foon,as he ſaw his foot routed: he fed rewards 
Laxcafter, with the horſe that eſcaped, his fot were moſt 
ſlain and raken ; for above an houre we gave no quarter 
rÞ any, but 'ro Capraine Thomas Satke?d, the. young: 
Sonne of. Keeck., whoſe life T ſaved. with great Jiffcofty ; 
We rooke about rwo thouſand Prifeners; rhree tondied 
Barrells of Pawder, two. thouſand Beatts (provifen-fofl 
the Army) ſeven thouſand: Armes, andreheir Magazine 
of Viaualls. valued ar five thouſand peand: i (Ar: rhe 
South end of Preſton towards Wiggon is a Brige, called 
Rible Bridge, which rhe Scots ſtoutly' kept: being mud. 
{ecured from our ſhor by flanking hedges ; bur Lancaſhire 
toot drew out their Pikes and charged ovet _" 
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and by.puſh ef Phoebe vanquiſhed the reſolute 6p= 
polers, and made way for. onr horle, who did great execu.! 
tipn for two mules, reoke Dxbe Hamiltons trunkes and: 
plate, but the night made us al! draw back to Preſton, 
Eryd..y the 18, we matched from Preſion, yur Fors 
lorne hope ſoon engaged the enemies reareguard, routed 
and,chaied them tiil chey caine to the Scots Reierves zi 
then were-forced to retreat to Chirley, where Mazon 
- Generall .Lamberrs Regiment of horie were arching 
and by hard fortune Colione!l Thorney wa: bef ire they 
wanting defenſive Armes: yet ſeeing our Forlorne hope 
recreat, and the enemy charge furiouſly, he led on Gene- 
call L-mberts Troop. routed the Scors, but was runne 
th:ovgh the heart with a lance. Abont two miles from 
Lacnc., the enemy drew up all their Army; our Regi- 
ment wz$ ordered to take the Van: we {cnt ont a For- 
lozne hope, and followed clole ; next our Regiment were 
three Troops of Dragoonss, and three Troops of Horſey 
2n5 2 commanded. party gf threg hundred toot ; other 
Regin ents of horle did follow 2s clote as they could ; alk 
the enemies parties were beaten at every Paſle. (lain and: 
taken in abundance. threw dowpe their Arms daimily ; 
peer W:ggon we took Major Generall Vandurſt. and anos. 
ther Co'lnnel!, with two. foot Colonrs of the Marquefle 
of Argiles id regiment ; we beat the enemy into' the: 
Townes end, aud made it good till about midnight, 
Rat becauſe our foot army was not come up, we drew 
back a mile, and there kept Guard all night ; ſo ſoon as 
it was day. we drevy. out twelve men out of each of the 
fix Troopes of our Regiment, -and ſent Major Chelmeley 
to command them, with Lieutenant Fhearlcy, and my
